Report  for  1979 

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  continues  to  provide  protec- 
tion of  Life  and  Property  with  a  strong  membership  of  26  active  and  very 
dedicated  fire  fighters.  These  are  special  men  who  give  of  their  time  and 
energy  in  the  interest  of  our  Town,  and  caring  for  others,  during  emergen- 
cies and  times  of  distress.  The  men  work  hard  and  often  under  harsh  condi- 
tions, to  try  and  do  the  best  job  possible,  and  nobody  gets  paid  wages  or 
salary. 

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  is  like  a  large  family.  We 
have  a  home  where  we  keep  our  trucks  and  equipment.  It  must  be  heated, 
there  are  electric  and  telephone  bills,  and  insurance.  There  are  repair  bills, 
and  there  are  maintenance  costs,  both  to  the  property,  and  the  three  trucks. 
Like  everyone,  we  also  feel  the  cost  of  inflation,  and  the  higher  cost  of 
essentials.  We  have  made  concerned  efforts  to  hold  expenses  down,  and 
avoid  waste.

Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department 
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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative 
effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Ser- 
vice. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature, 
the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest 
Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State 
Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be 
necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts  with  a 
full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State  organization  is 
charged  with  assisting  the  municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way 
possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  wich  forest  fire  sup- 
pression, fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and 
forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  pur- 
chased through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire 
organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is  obtained  and 
turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments 
for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement 
between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland 
burned  in  each  fire  reported.
